Summary of reasons 
for classification: 


The DVD entitled Quest For Fire (also known as La Guerre Du Feu) is classified as: 
Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have 
attained the age of 13 years. 

Quest For Fire is a DVD version of a French/Canadian film produced in 1982. The Chief 
Censor granted leave for a member of the public to submit the publication under 13(l)(c) 
of the Films, Videos and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act), after they had 
complained that the existing rating of Unrestricted: Parental guidance recommended for 
younger viewers (PG) was too low, and inconsistent with higher overseas classifications. 


The DVD contains a fantasy film set during prehistoric times accompanied by numerous 
components detailing the filmmaking process. The film represents a bmtal stage of 
humankind's evolution and contains brief and implied depictions of sex, violence 
(including sexual violence) and cmelty. These are likely to be disturbing for children who 
are not at developmental stage to deal with them. Teenagers and adults will be more able 
to place these images into the context and fantasy setting of the film The film has some 
educative value for older students. Considering these factors the availability of the 
publication is likely to be injurious to the public good unless it is restricted to persons over 
13 years of age. 
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Considerations under s3 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 
have been weighed against the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
1990. Given the manner, extent and degree to which the publication deals with matters of 
sex, violence and cruelty, a limit on its availability to teenagers and adults is considered to 
be a reasonable and demonstrably justifiable restriction. This limitation on the publication's 
availability is the minimum restriction that can be applied in order to prevent likely injury 
to the public good. 
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
